and many persons were killed. The 
news was partly confirmed by a 'Fris- 
co train crew to whom the funnel- 
ahaped cloud waa Tialhle for igany 
ailea In Kansas near Oswego, what 
Is supposed to be the tail end of the 
storm struck Galena, unroofing houses 
and doing other damage. 

Joplln, Mo., April 10.— It was report- 
ed Thursday n^ht that a tornado pass- 
ed over Southeastern Kansas Thurs- 
day afternoon. Considerable damage 
was (lone to the country near Alta- 
mont, 50 miles west of Joplln. Pas- 
aengers on an eastbound St. \a)u\s & 
Ban Franclsoo train said that it was 
reported at Altamont as the train 
passed through there at 7 o'clock that 
a tornado had passed over the town 
and had done much damage la the 
country near there; 

Oadaden. Ala^ April ' 10.— -The cy- 
clone which paused over a section of 
Cherokee county Wednesday morning 
caused the death of one person, the 
injury of several others and dono 
much damag& The cyclone first 
straek the house of Charles Smith, 
a tenant on the Bishop farm on the 
Coofla river. Smith's back was broken 
and his 7-year-old son was killed. The 
storm then sw^t back and forth 
aeroBS the Cooaa river and laid waste 
some of the finest houses and uvhards 
In Cherokee county.

Calls on Dlstriet Oflleen to End All 

Strikes and Induce the Idle 
Men to Eesume Work. 



If They Refuse Ho Buggeeta That 

Qrlevance Committees Be Appoint- 
ed to Confer With the Mine Op- 
oratore to Bottle Mattera^ 

Philadelphia, April 10.— The numer- 
ous small strikes In the anthracite 
coal region resulting from the dis^ 
greement between operators and min- 
ers regarding tho atriko commission's 
ruling on the number of hours consti- 
tuting a day's work has brought forth 
a letter of Instructions from Presi- 
dent Mitchell. District officers of tho 
minors' union are In receipt of a com- 
munlcatltm from Mr. Mitchell calling 
upon them to end all strikes and in- 
duce the idle men to return to work. 
If the strikers rcfnso to work, Mr. 
Mitchell suggests that grievance com- 
mittees representing the colliery em- 
ployee be appointed to confer with 
company officials in an effort to adjust 
the differences. 

At the Maple Hill colliery of the 
Reading Co., near Mahanoy City, run- 
ners, leaders and door tenders Thurs- 
day Joined the striking drivers and 
about 150 men are idle. The drivers 
have established the picket system, 
ami tho company is furnishing police 
protection to those who have taken 
the placea of the strikers. 

The miners' advisory hoard of Ma- 
hanoy City has determined that tho 
men shall not work nine hours on Sat- 
urday, asserting that this demand is a 
violation of the spirit of the ooonals- 
sion's recommendations. 

Altoona. Pa.. April 10.— Until the 
question of whether or not a bridle is 
part of a set of harness has been set- 
tled, 1,200 bituminous minors at the 
18 operations of the Beech Creek Coal 
and Coke CO., at Patton, Cambria 
county, and Arcadia. Indiana county, 
will remain Idle. The drivers at these 
mines say <a liridlc is part of the har- 
ness, and since the Altoona conven- 
tion which stated that drivers shall 
not harness or unharness the mules, 
they refuse to put the bridle on. 

Wodno.'sday morning they found the 
mules all harnessed save the bridles. 
They refused to touch the bridles and 
struck. The mines, therefore, could 
not work. Mine Buperintendent Un- 
tie held several futile conferencen 
with the strikers. The superintendent 
says a bridle is no more a part than 
a bat is part of a suit of clothes. 

LABORING MEN FIGHT. 



One M«n Killed and Others Slightly 
Hurt at Detroit 



Detroit Mich., April 10.— Michael 
Sullivan, of Waikerville, Out, was 
shot through the neck and a number 
of other men were slightly injured 
Thursday night in a fight between 
strikers and non-union workmen of 
the Canadian HridKo Co . of Waiker- 
ville, across the river from Detroit. 
The fight took place In Detroit The 
police arrested four non-union work- 
men who were returning home from 
their day's work. 

It Is alleged that the strikers and 
their sympathizers followed the non- 
unUm men from Waikerville across 
the river to Detroit with the inten- 
tion of making trouMe as soon as they 
reached the American shore. There 
were probably L'imi men. Including both 
factions, and the fight began aa soon 
aa they had left tho ferry at tho De- 
troit wharf. 

The strike has been on since April 
1, when the Caiiuil i.m union workmen 
were requested to work a 10-hour day 
but refused and asked for an increase 
of 10 per cent with a niaohour day- 
Hmgr were veoelvliiB Id to M cents an 
honr, according to the elaas of work.

Pensacola, Fla., April 10.— A disas- 
trous explosion occurred on the bat- 
tleship Iowa Thursday while the ves- 
sel was at target practice in tho gulf. 
Tho forward port 12-lnch gun burst 
from the premature explosion of a 
shell, 12 feet of the piece outside tho 
turret being demolished. Three men 
were killed and flvo lajarod, two aeri> 
ously. 

Tho men killed and injured were on 

the second, or gun deck, at mess. 
Three pieces of the exploded gun, 
each weighing over a ton, passed 
downward through the spar deck, fall- 
ing upon the men at mees. Instantly 
killing three men. All of the men 
were horribly mutilated. The heavy 
missiles, after pa-s-sing throtinh th(> 
gun deck, continued down to the third 
deck, the heavy steel bringing them 
to a stop, thus saring the engineers 
and firemen who were at work below. 

Although the upper (h i 1<h wi-re 
crowded with men, no otic ilicre waa 
seriously injured. Firing was to have 
ceased after the shot for the dinner 
hour. The rango had boM set aad 
the Iowa was steaming along at a 
speed of 12 knots an hour when Ueut. 
Reed, in charge of the forward 12-inch 
turret, gave orders to load and fire. 
The fire fuse was cut for the rango, 
the pieces charged, breech closed and 
the word given to fire. Following the 
report of the gun there was a smoth- 
orcii rf jjort as, the shell exploded mid- 
way in tho Kill) and pieces of the burst- 
ed gun and shell were scattered 
broadcaat. Three ' great holee were 
torn through the deck. Those who 
were Ix'low hot^an coming up on dtn-k, 
some l)l(X)dy and mutilated, while ly- 
ing on the floor, crushed almost be- 
yond recognition, were the three un- 
fortunate men. The Massachusetts, 
six miles dl.stant, was signalled for 
and (ine of the cuiters put off with the 
surgeon and assistiiiits. The wounded 
men were taken to th<> hospital and 
their injuries dressed. The dead were 
brought to Pensacola. 

Some claim tho explosion was caOS- 
ed hy a defi'ctive shell and others 
think thr.t the frcnpiei t tii Mig of the 
piece at Culebra during the winter, 
added « 1th the work done hero- dur- 
ing the past ten days, so strained the 
piece that the force of the charge 
bursted ilie Klin.
